THE FIRST SHRAPNEL

Did you know that coins may have been jnvolved in the 
first use of shrapnel? The following tale is probably 
apocryphal, but then again, it just might be true. If F 
SO, coins can be credited (or blamed) with playing a big © 
part in the development of this fearsome instrument of 
warfare. 


It seems, so the story goes, that early in the sixteenth 
century, a group of English soldiers was assigned to 
guard the army payroll while the battle was in progress. 
They were stationed on top of a hill about a mile behind 
the lines, and ordered to guard the heavy chest of cop- 
per and silver coins with their lives. The general dis- 
trusted the new weapon called cannon, of which he had 
two, so he left these also with the guard detail, along 
with a few cannonballs and a supply of gunpowder. 


Well, the battle did not start off too well for the Eng- 
lish, and in no time at all, a large body of enemy troops 
had broken through and were heading for the hill where, 

word had leaked out, a huge treasure was waiting for them. 


The attackers came charging up the hill and were met with 
a storm of arrows and spears from the soldiers on top. 
However, since the attacking force outnumbered the defen- 
ders thirty to one, this fusillade merely slowed them 
down a bit. 


The captain on top of the hill, desperate at seeing the 
odds so much against him, and being an enterprising soul, 
had the two new-fangled cannons moved into place, loaded | 
and with a tremendous bang, followed by funnels of smoke, 
both were fired. 


The advancing enemy soldiers stopped, but more in surprise 
at all the noise than because of any great damage caused 
by the cannonballs. True, three or four men had been 
bowled over, but the arrows from the top had claimed a 
greater toll than this. 


Again the cannons thundered. Only two men were put out o 
action this time, and the upward rush of the attackers re 
sumed. Twice again the cannons roared with little effect | 
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then the defending captain discovered he had run out 
of cannonballs. Plenty of powder, but no shot. 


. Well, as we mentioned earlier, this officer was a des- 
perate and resourceful man. As the arrows and javelins 
, of the foe flew past him, he had an inspiration. His 
cannons were loaded with gunpowder, but there was no 
shot remaining to put into them. Or was there? 


Summoning two of his men, he dashed over to the chest 

’ of glittering money. They filled their hands with sil- 
ver and copper coins, and ran back to the cannons. The 
- captain threw his coins into the cannons mouth and bade 
his soldiers to do likewise. 


Seizing a flaming torch, he jumped to the rear of the 

- nearest cannon. Glancing in front of the barrel, he 
saw that the long rows of enemy were almost to the top 
of the hill. Then he laid his torch on the touch hole. 


There was a mighty boom, then another boom as the other 
cannon fired. He could see nothing until the clouds of 
smoke cleared, then his jaw dropped in astonishment as 
the scene in front was revealed. 


Gone were the oncoming ranks of enemy. Only the backs 
of a few survivors were visible as they scurried down 
the hill. The rest of the attacking force, walking 
right into the hail of small coin projectiles, had 
been mowed down like grass before a scythe. 


+ Later cannon became more effective in warfare as nails, 
scrap-iron, rocks, chains, and everything imaginable 
was loaded into their muzzles and fired against foot 
soldiers. But coins, if our story is true, were first.

SILVER, MAN’S FAVORITE COINAGE 


During his history, man has used some unusual things for his money. 
Among others; Cowrie shells, Wampum, Elephant tusks, Nails, Tea 
blocks, and paper of dubious degree of quality. But of all the mater- 
ials used, the one which seems to most completely satisfy both the 
esthetic and economic needs of man is SILVER. 


Have other collectors and numismatists noted this particular empathy 
for silver coins which seems so apparent? For some years, national 
coinages have been dropping silver as one of the component alloys. 
This is natural. Industrial requirements for its highly useful capa- 
cities are taking much. Then, much more widespread need for coins has 
resulted in enormous quantities being coined by the stable-currency 
countries. This trend makes it harder to continue to use silver as a 
coinage base. But what numismatist doesn't regret it? 


Gold is too rare and too valuable ever to be more than a money which 
most people aspire to own. Now truly’ scarce, the metal once was rela- 
tively plentiful for coins as back-up for credit instruments. But never 
plentiful enough for very many of us to have walked around with a pocket- 
ful of gold as our change! 


This isn't true of silver. Almost every nation whose history shows pride 
in its money has at one time or another used silver as an important ele- 
ment of coinage. The United States did until recently. A few other 
countries still do, although the use of silver is slipping into history 
and will one day be gone from most national coinage systems. 


Ask almost any collector. If he's been at it very long, you'll probably 
find that the focus of his collection is the silver; and that the pride 
of all his pieces are the Crowns, Talers and Dollars, which is natural 
enough. In looking into the past, you will find that coins of silver 
have been at one time or another the most popular medium of exchange 
over much of the world. Where nations possess large silver producing 
mines, they still issue the lovely coins that are possible from high sil- 
ver content alloys; Mexico for example. 


At times, earlier economies had tried to help the economic system with 
a better device; e.g., the Chinese Sycee, the lump monies of Thailand 


and such, but none worked as a basis for modern currency except the silver 


Taler and its descendants. There is some mysterious affinity between man 
and silver.... When man gets hold of silver, he wants to turn it into a 
round, artistic, esthetically satisfying, weighty, solid coin of some- 
thing like 400 grains as rapidly as he can, even though these days he 
tries to conceal his personal yearning by professing to commemorate some 
unusually important event in his national life - a royal birthday; a 
royal wedding; or even just the clamor of thousands of numismatists for 

a forthcoming new issue of United States Dollars! 


Talers developed in Middle Europe during the Renaissance and early indus- 
trial revolution in order to serve growing economy as a standard of ex- 
change which could be recognized and transported farther away than just 
around the castles immediate environs. How good an idea it was became 
quickly apparent. In the course of a couple of centuries, Spain had 
spread the Dollar concept across the New World. The Dutch and Portuguese 
carried it into the Far East where another great power, Britain, Capita- 
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lized on it. And the rest of the coin-issuing world joined in imitation. 
Not to do so meant their own coinage was not going to be accepted as 
rapidly by other nations as were the great shiny cartwheels of silver of 
the satisfying weight and facile trade use. Communities and nations to 
whom even the idea of coinage -- but not knowledge of silver -- was a 
_nhew one, took quickly to the silver dollar also. 


The Spanish dollars, those truly beautiful Reales de a Ocho, or 8 Reales, 
'were a great hit both in the Americas and in Asia. Thousands upon thou- 
sands were shipped from the prolific mints of Mexico and South America 
to entrepots of South Asia.. Before most traders realized it, the Piece 
of Eight was a standard for silver coinage against which everybody elses 
mes being measured. These coins are still to be found in Bangkok, Taipei, 

Hong Kong, Singapore and many other places in Asia, as are the other Trade 
Silver Dollars used back in the lat 19th and early 20th centuries. Rare- 
ly were the lower denominations used so extensively. Two and four Reales 
aren't found. Half dollars and similar sized coins didn't appear to satis- 
fy the Oriental's tactile demand for weight and size as did the big round 
solid silver coins. And even today, you'll find that for sale in the 
various smithies, shops and dealers of the East, dollar-sized silver will 
outnumber lesser sizes manyfold. 


Whenever commemoratives are programmed and issued by a nation to honor a 
valued citizen or event, silver seems usually to be the metal primarily 
considered for the prestige strike. Gold is still used by a few nations 

as a commemorative metal, but only in rare instances in any large quantity. 
Even in such nations as South Africe, where the Rand mines have long pro- 
duced gold in major quantities, issue of gold coins is not an important 
part of the currency program. The same is true in most countries. 


Most of us regret the passing from the scene of the silver Crown as a rcgu- 
lar issue. There is something so pleasant about the collecting, handling, 
and working with silver that it is with a sense of loss that we see them 
pass. There will be commemoratives, to be sure, Israel, for one, pro- 
duces some magnificent silver strikes. Silver can be found for the limited 
issues of these important historical symbols of a country's devotion to 

its heroes, its history and its ideals. 


There is a very satisfying feeling about the lustrous pristinity of a 
newly minted silver coin, something that you don't feel from copper, 
nickel or other of the many alloys now in vogue... although these alloys 
are probably more efficient in the cold blooded sense of wear, circulation 
and such things. Silver is more esthetic and friendly. 


I would venture that, with the warm affinity that Homo Sapiens feels for 
the metal, he will continue to use it for a long time to come in his coins 
nd in those medals designed to recognize his history.

BOULTON’S TWOPENNY PIECES 


The history of these remarkable coins is interesting and instructive. 
Their production marks a period of improvement in the bronze coinage 
of England which had never been attained before, nor has it since 
been excelled. 


To fully appreciate the interest centered in the issue of the two- 
penny pieces, it is necessary to consider the circumstances and diffi- 
culties under which they were produced and the reason why they were 
only coined in the one year. 


Matthew Boulton was born in Birmingham on the third of September, 
1728. He entered his father's works at a very early age, and soon 
gained an insight into the varied manufactures of the town. During 
this time, he learned drawing from Wortlidge and mathematics from 
Cooper, and as warly as 1745, he had invented several important im- 
provements in the manufacture of steel. 


In 1762, it was found necessary to remove the works from Snow Hill 
to far more commodious premises, and a site was chosen where a hand- 
some building was erected to accommodate 1,000 men. These works 
were destined soon to be universally known as "soho". 


In 1775S, Mr. Boulton had recourse to the steam engine for the fur- 
therance of his designs, and two years afterward entered into part- 
nership with James Watt of Glasgow, who made great improvements in 
this engine of power. By their cooperation, the steam engine was 
carried to an astonishing height of perfection. 


About this time, Mr. Boulton, upon returning from a journey (by road, 
of course) during which he had passed through many tollgates, discover- 
ed in his possession more base coins than good ones. THis led him to 
consider the subject, and he found that a number of small manufac- 
turers were issuing coppered lead coins in large quantities, having 
grown bold in this illicit trade, partly because, owing to inferior 
manufacture, the real article was so easily imitated; and partly be- 
cause the authorities at the Mint rather winked at the forgery which 
saved them from some of the unprofitable work of coining copper at a 
loss. He was grieved to find that the workmen of Birmingham, small 
tradesmen, and the public generally, suffered considerable loss by 
this fraud. 


After this discovery, Mr. Boulton determined to mend matters by issuing 
coinage for the Government that could not be imitated profitably. For 
this object, he had an interview with Mr. Pitt, showing his designs 

for the coins and specimens of tokens and coins of his make, and was 
promised an order if he erected the necessary machinery. This he did 
after much thought and many consultations with Mr. Watt, and in 1787 
the result was patented machinery of a most perfect kind, so good, in 
fact, that one of the machines has only recently been discarded by 

the Royal Mint. 


Finding that the Government did not keep faith in him, and fearing great 
loss through the cost he had been put to, Mr. Boulton commenced coin- 
ing copper for the Colonies, and stamping tokens, etc., many of which 
added greatly to the reputation of Soho. 


Not til 1797 did he receive his first order from the British Government; 
an order consisting of 500 tons of copper coins, made up of two-penny 
pieces, pennies, halfpennies, and farthings. Designs were again sub-

mitted, which were considered most satisfactory. The weights were 
proportioned to a nicety, each of the twopenny pieces weighing two 
ounces, and the penny, halfpenny and farthing weighing exactly one 
ounce, half an ounce, and a quarter of an ounce respectively. Upon 

the acceptance of the designs, the dies were sunk by the artist Kuchler 
resulting in a series of coins of most exceptional merit, unsurpassed 
by any later efforts. 


The high quality of the discs, or blanks, the mathematical accuracy 

of the broad flat rims, and the indented letters, so unusual in coins, 
effectually combined to prevent any imitation, without immediate de- 
tection. So exact was the weight of each of these coins that they 
were used for weights for many years in preference to those sent out 
by the scale makers. 


On the obverse of the twopenny piece, especially, is a fine head of 
George III, with features of repose and dignity of expression; while 
on the reverse, Britannia sits with grave of figure and posture, while 
the perspective of the seascape and the passing vessel shows the mas- 
ter hand of the designer. Boulton and Watt made coins for the govern- 
vet dae 1797 to 1806, and during the time, 4,200 tons were delivered 
by them. 


It was under these exceptional and peculiar circumstances that the 
splendid and inimitable coins of 1797 were issued, and of these, the 
twopenny pieces were the largest and the finest coin of all. Their 
weight and unwieldliness, however, condemned them as current coin, 
and after 1797, they were never coined again.

Members who subscribe to numismatic publication have 
no doubt already read the good reviews of the Salt Lake 

- City ANA Mid-winter convention, but in case you are not 
one of them, here is a briefing: 


The weather was very pleasant for Salt Lake in Febr, 
and even though there was snow on the mountainside, 
it did not restrict traffic to the Salt Palace which 
was two blocks from the convention hotel. 


A total registration of 6,697 was announced by 4:00 PM 
on Sat. Febr 22nd, closing day, and where, in the past 
most of the dealers are packed and gone at closing 
time, there was still much business going on. 


The number of people in the Exhibit area at all times 
was hard to believe. The fact that Curator Bob Hogue 
from ANA headquarters, gave guided tours through the 

area about every 30 to 45 minutes had quite a bit to 

do with it. It is highly recommended that this prac- 
tice be continued at future ANA conventions. 


Banquets at Mid-winter ANA conventions are more enjoy- 

able as there are no lengthy head table introductions, 

nor long drawn-out award speeches, so it didn't take 

long to introduce the delightful program of the even- 

ing which was the ''Young Ambassadors'' - song and dance 

entertainers from Brigham Young University. It was 
an outstanding program. 


So, a couple of months ago, it was doubtful that Salt 
Lake City would host the convention, it was great and 
the majority of those attending would not hesitate 

to go back. The Committee, however, needs a rest, and 
is probably not ready for a repeat very soon. 


WHAT IS THE YELD POND? 


Many collectors have heard of a rare South African 
coin known as the Veld, or Field Pond. Quite a few 
own one and quite a few of these are not genuine. Here 
is the story: 


When the Boer War went against the Settlers of Afri- 
kaaners, as they called themselves, and the British had 
seized most of the big cities like Johannesburg and 
Bloemfontein, the die-hards among the leaders did not 
wish to give up. Instead, they withdrew into the 
interior called the "Veld", or field, where it was 
easier to continue a guerilla type of warfare. That 

it was effective was proved by the British recourse to 
oppression of families of the fighters, and other 
measures not normally connected with English warfare. 


Eventually, the Boers gave up; but even in defeat, 

it was necessary to pay the troops. The Boers had 
no longer any regular mints at their disposal. Es- 
pecially gold was needed, since the country was rich 
in that metal, and the troops liked to be paid in it. 
Therefore, the Boer High Command decided to issue 

its own coins in the field. A crude design, showing 
on one side the letters ZAR (South African Republic) 
above 1902, and on the other, the words EEN POND 

(1 Pound) was approved. The work was done by un- 
skilled goldsmiths and the resulting coins were crude 
and rough in appearance. Since they were struck 
without collar, they sometimes differ slightly in 
size and thickness. 


A fair number of the Veld Ponds was undoubtedly issued, 
although nobody knows how many. Many pieces were 
melted down after the Boer War also. During the 
interim between 1905 and the 1930's, pieces would 
appear now and again, and bring reasonable prices 

with collectors. Unfortunately, a new rash of the 
Veld Ponds began to appear in the 1940's and were 
being offered at much less than they had been sell- 

ing for before. They differed considerably from

the usual design of the Veld Pond, in that the sur- 
face of the planchets was granulated and the letters 
of the inscription much less sharply defined. 

They were undoubtedly restruck pieces made from dies 
cast from originals...

During 1984, an unusual but quite humorous 
Situation occurred in the author's hometown 
of Sparta, Illinois. The cats of Sparta 
actually wore dog tags on their collars!! 
Fortunately, dogs and cats cannot speak 
English or recognize the difference between 
dog and cat tags. 


For if they could, there most certainly would 
have been a controversy. The town's dogs 
especially ol'hound dogs and flea-scratching 
mutts would have roared in glee and laughter. 
The dogs would have repeatedly asked the cats 
harassing and antagonizing questions, such as 
"Hey, Kitty-pooh! What's that on your collar? 


The cats would have been embarassed 
and hard-pressed to reply. Undoubt- 
edly, large numbers of cats would 
have protested to city officials. 
They would have stated "We are much 
more sophisticated, intelligent, poised, and 
cleaner than most dogs, and it is humiliating 
for us to wear dog tags: Howevery, obviously 
none of this happened. 


The reason why the cats had to wear dog tags 
is easily explained. The town council passed 
an ordinance that required pet owners to ac- 
quire a license for their cats.

So that's the reason why the application form 
used was also the one used for dog licenses. 
This situation has been remedied now, and will 
not be repeated hereafter. The cats are now 
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rightfully recognized. A new "dog-cat" tag 
was issued to Sparta's dogs and cats in 1985. 


I've certainly never previously heard of cats 

wearing dog tags. These numismatically relat- 
ed tags will now become part of history. But 

remember Sparta, Illinois, in 1984, and

Author Johnson of Sparta had a small quantity 
of these tags to offer to interested numis- 
matists for $1.00 plus a self-addressed stamp- 
ed envelope.

SEMI-OFFICGIAL HAWAIIAN COINS 


The first official coinage of Hawaii (sometimes call- 
ed the Sandwich Islands) was the bronze Cent of 1847 
with the name and portrait of King Kamehameha IIT. 
Despite a number of early trial issues during the earl 
days of King Kalakaua, the next official coinage is 
the series of 1883, struck for the Kingdom at the San 
Francisco mint, and widely circulated throughout the 
Islands. 


However, the need for coinage, especially small change. 
was always great in Hawaii, expecially so as the open-— 
ing of the country to foreign trade brought a new in- 
flux of immigrants and industrial as well as maritime 
establishments made the Islands into a bustling sea- 
port and trade center of the Pacific. 


In the 1870's a copper coin, about the size of a cent, 
made its appearance and is still occasionally, though 
not often, met with in collections. One of these 
coins has the star symbol of Hawaii and the letters 
'T.H.' which can only mean "Territory of Hawaii". 

This is puzzling, since the piece obviously ante- 
dates the Islands' becomg a U.S. Territory by many 
years. Perhaps the term 'territory' was used in a 
general rather than a political sense. The other 

type seen has the letters ‘W.P.' on it. This has been 
interpreted to stand for "Waikiki Pier", This explnan- 
tion seems plausible enough, since the bustling pier 
at Waikiki, the port of Honolulu, was then an impor- 
tnat shipping center. 


The denominations on these copper pieces are 12% Cents 
and there is also a 6% Cent piece known. This, of 
course, makes them part of the Spanish American Dollar, 
and the equivalent of 1 Real, and ¥ Real. 


The Spanish and Mexican systems were still in general 
useage in Hawii up to the 1880's. The workmanship of 
these semi-official coins is rather on the crude 

side and they are definitely products of a local mint, 
and unlike the later series of 1883.

It is also possible that among the many varieties of 
copper and small silver pieces, tokens and semi- 
official issues now attributed to various Latin Ameri- 
can or Canadian series and countries, there are addi- 
tional pieces of Hawaiian origin. Local research 
would have to establish such attributions as apparently 
only initials were used. There may also have been 
counter-marked pieces among the many West Indian and 
Central American pieces that rightfully belong to our 
49th State.

TAKING THE STARCH OUT OF WEALTH...., 


(Kelly's COIN CHATTER - 1960 ) 


Lycurgus, Lacedaemonian lawgiver of Sparta, if living 
today, could well be called 'The Great Equalizer.' 


He had a great ambition to produce an equality and put 
his desire into action by stopping all manufacturing 
of currency in gold and silver, and replaced it with 
money made of iron in great quantity and weight. He 
applied so small a value to this bulky, weighty specie 
that to acquire a mere 10 minoe and keep it meant 
clearing a whole room for storage space, and using 

a yoke of oxen to move it. 


When this iron became current, many kinds of crimes 
ceased to exist. Robbery for money and defrauding 
became a lost art. Getting away with ill-gotten 
wealth was a major transportation problem and hiding 
it would tax the patience and intelligence of the 
world's smartest crooks. 


When this heavy currency was created and while the 
metal was still hot, vinegar was used to make it 
brittle and unmalleable; consequently, it was unfit 
for any other use than money. 


This iron coin was not acceptable in the rest of 
Greece and was so ridiculed and despised that the 
Spartans had no means of purchasing any foreign or 
valuable ware. It wasn't long before there was’ an 
acute scarcity of wandering fortune tellers who once 
were aS numerous as stones on the beaches, and deal- 
ers in gold and silver trinkets were conspicuous by 
their absence, as was the light money. Thus luxury 
lost by degrees the means that cherished and support- 
ed it, and the grand pomp that heralded wealth quick- 
ly dropped out of sight.

THE FARTHING ISN'T WORTH IT ANYMORE! 
(From 1960 Kelly's Coin Chatter) 


The jet age has caught up with that lowly British coin, 
the Farthing. The Government announced it is being 
withdrawn from circulation. After January 1, 1961, 

the bronze coin will no longer be legal tender. 


"It seems clear that the Farthing has now outlived 
its usefulness and that the convenience of the gener- 
al public can best be served by withdrawing it from 
the coinage", said Anthony Barber, Economic Secretary 
to the Treasury in London. 


Four Farthings make a British Penny, 12 pennies a shill-.- 
ling and 20 shillings a pound, worth about $2.80. Rough- 
ly 200,000,000 Farthings are estimated to be still in 

the hands of the public and its banks. 


The Farthing traces its origin back to 1,300 years to 

the sign of the cross stamped on the Anglo-Saxon half- - 
penny. The cross conveniently divided the penny so it 
could be broken into the halfling, or halfpenny, and 

the fourthling, or farthing. 


In medieval days, one Farthing could buy a whole chicken, 
In 1307, the Farthing could purchase for its owner a seat 
in the Coronation procession of Edward II. 


The cost of St. Paul's Cathedral, built in the late 
seventeenth century was reckoned down to the substantial 
Farthing: 1L736,932 2s 31/4d. 


The word Farthing has taken a place in the language. To 
illustrate the worthlessness of something, a common ex- 
pression is: "It's not worth a Farthing." 


The old bicycles, with a large wheel in front and a small 
one behind, were known as a penny-farthing. An economist 
recently estimated that it cost the government more than 
a halfpenny to manufacture a farthing; that is, it cost . 
two farthings to mint one farthing.

WIDOWS MITES 


This term is more or less loosely applied to any of several types 
of small bronze coins which were current in the Holy Land from 
about 150 B.C. to about 66 A.D. By now many of our readers may 
be familiar with these coins. Certain of them are more probably 
the Widow's Mites mentioned in the New Testament. The popularity 
of these coins has sky rocketed in recent times, particularly 
since the publication of Florence Bank's now famous book, "Coins 
of Bible Days". 


These coins are known variously as Widow's mites, Lepta, Dilepta, 
etc., and there is still some confusion as to just what denomina- 
tions the specific coins were supposed to represent. These little 
bits of metal, some containing legible inscriptions and others with 
inscriptions making no sense at all, were the ‘small change’ of 
ancient days. 


The term 'mite' appears in Mark 12:41-44, in which Jesus, near 
the end of his ministry said: 
"Behold how the people cast money into the treasury; and 
many that were rich cast in much. 
"And there came a certain poor widow and she threw in two 
mites, which make a farthing. 
"And he called unto Him His disciples and sayeth unto them; 
"Verily I say unto you that this poor widow hath cast more 
in than all they have cast into the treasury. 
‘For all they did cast in of their abundance; but she of her 
want did cast in all that she had, even all her living.’ " 


Many authorities believe that the particular coin referred to was 
a Lepton of Alexander Jannaeus. For example, the Rev. E. Rogers, 
in his book "Handy Guide to Jewish Coins", Spink §& Son, Ltd, 
London, 1914, suggests that the widow's mites were the coins of 
King Alexander Jannaeus or his successors. 


It is of particular interest to note that these coins were popu- 
lar for the Temple offering because they did not contain the heads 
of any mythological gods, or of any existing rulers, and they thus 
did not violate the commandment against making graven images, so 
strictly observed by the Jews.

, Germany's Mining Coins 

Gold has meant a great deal to the Germans at all 

times because they never had enough of it. To us 

and to the people of Southern Europe, it does not 

mean so much, but there is very little gold found 

in Central Europe and consequently, all deposits 

are well guarded and give reasons to be commemora- 
ted on various coins. 


s 


There are Hanoverian coins made of Harzynian gold 

celebrating this fact, and there are other small 
, deposits in Thuringia. But the most interesting 

series is of comparatively recent origin commemo- 
rating the gold washed out of various rivers. 


Among them are th e Rhinegold ducats of Bavaria, 
the Issargold ducats and the ones celebrating the 
» gold won from the Inn River. 


All of them offer the figure of the river god, 
mostly emptying an urn symbolic of the waters of 
the river, and the inscription in Latin "Of..gold" 
but a few show the views of cities situated on 
these particular rivers, such as Speier, etc. 


"There are parallel cases in silver - the Mansfield 
mines, the Harzynian silver mines, the Anhalt mines, 
etc., being witness to the comparatively larger out- 
put of silver in the old days. 


These inscriptions are usually accompanies by two 

*crossed hammers or other symbols of mining activi- 
ties and sometimes entire mining scenes are shown, 
such as the large show talers of Brunswick.

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MINT EMPLOYMENT POLICIES.... Do you really want a job? 


The 28 original employees of the first Philadelphia 
mint faced a death penalty if they were caught embez- 
zling metal or coins from the Mint. During the Spring 
and Summer months, they started to work at 5:00 AM, 
took an hour break for breakfast at 8 o'clock, and 
enjoyed a two-hour luncheon respite from |] to 3 PM 
before putting in another four hours. In all, this 
added up to an 11-hour workday, for which a pressmans 
wages amounted to $11.00 


Workmen who took a day off without leave forfeited a 
days pay for the first offense; two days for the sec- 
ond and were fired the third time. The same applied 
to any workmen who came to work drunk, or got drunk 
on the job. 


lt was forbidden to leave the Mint or open any doors 
leading to the street or alley during working hours 
without the permission of a principal Mint Officer; 
anyone caught doing this ‘shall be treated as guilty 
of a dishonorable act. He shall be stripped naked, 
his pockets be searched and if anything shall be found 
upon or about him belonging to the Mint, he shall 
forthwith be turned over to the civil power and prose- 
cuted as the law directs.' 


To ‘avoid suspicion' workmen were told not to carry 
any of the same type coins being struck at the time 
in the Mint, under penalty of forfeiting all such 
coin found upon him, and likewise all the wages due 
him and be discharged. 


Until 1825, Mint employees received an allowance for 
"drink money'', however this small fringe benefit was 
discontinued in that year. Furthermore, ''no spiritous 
liquors'' were allowed in the Mint, and drunken workers 
fac ed immediate discharge. Also prohibited were 
"profanity and smoking.'' Anyone arriving late for 
work lost a quarter of a days wages for the first 
quarter-hour absence. 


Workers had two holidays to look forward to each year - 
Christmas and Fourth of July. They were obliged to 
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leave one weeks wages in arrears for so long as they 
worked there. Anyone who intended to leave was oblig- 
ed to give a weeks notice. If his work had been sat- 
isfactory, he would receive a certificate attesting 

to this fact; however, "if he shall quite through 
caprice or any frivolous motive, he shall forfeit one 
week's wages and be discharged without a certificate."

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TWICE-CROWNED KING 


Emperor Francis Joseph is about the only modern ruler 
who was crowned twice as monarch of the same country. 


When Francis Joseph | took over the Austrian Empire 
in 1848 at the age of eighteen, he inherited a troubled 
revolution-torn country, inhabited by many national i- 
ties, but ruled by one nation, the Austrians. With 
the aid of Russian troops, he put down the revolu- 
tion in Hungary, whose king he was. The Hungarians, 
however, had elected Louis Kossuth in his stead, and 
only after Kossuth had been brought to this country 
with the aid of the United States Government, did 
Francis Joseph succeed in having himself crowned as 
King of Hungary. 


As time went by, the struggle for Hungarian recog- 
nition subsided, and in 1867, a compromise was reach- 
ed, whereby Hungary became a full and equal partner 
in the newly-created double monarch, Austria-Hungary. 
However, the Hungarians considered this an entirely 
new State and insisted on another coronation cere- 
mony. Francis Joseph was crowned for the second 
time eighteen years after his original Hungarian 
coronation. 


Special commemorative coins exist of the Jubilee 

of the second coronation in 1907, depicting the cere- 
mony in Budapests' cathedral. The first and the 
second coronations are celebrated on medals and jetons 
of the period, in the Hungarian language and in Latin, 
which was the official court language in Hungary up 

to 1867.

THE MIDAS TOUCH 


(Kelly's Coins and Chatter - June 1961) 


About twenty-five years ago, the Government 


transferred over two billion in gold bullion 
from the San Francisco Mint to the Denver 
Mint, using mail bags exclusively for trans- 


porting this valuable metal. 


One out of every five bags were worn out 
at the end of the Trip. The.gold bricks, 
about the size of regular building blocks, 
with their heavy bulk of about thirty pounds 
each, had knife-sharp corners that sliced 
deep hoes in the heavy cloth. 


After the job was completed, all the mail| 
bags were burned by the Treasury Department, 
and close to $50,000 worth of gold was re- 
covered as it melted out of them. Articles 
of clothing coming in heavy rubbing contact 
with the soft gold potency retained enough 
of the precious stuff to buy each and every 
worker who handled it an expensive meal.

A factory worker was left counting 64,000 
five-cent coins when his former employers 
handed him a sackful of nickels as compensa- 
tion for wrongful dismissal. 


The industrial court had ordered a manufac- 
turing company to pay Mohamad Tarmizi Ismail 

a total of 6,500 ringgit ($2,600) as a compen- 
sation for sacking him without cause. 


But when Mohamad went to collect his first in- 
stallment of 3,200 ringgit ($1,300), the pay 
clerk handed him a bulging sack of nickels in- 
stead of the check he had expected. 


"I had to take the sack home in a friends 
car as I couldn't get it on my motorcycle," 
Mohamad was quoted as saying. 


A company spokesman told the newspaper that 
the firm paid Mohamad in coins because it 
was ‘short of funds’. 


The ex-production officer said he had only 
Managed to cound about 100 ringgit ($40) of 
the nickels and that had taken 3 nights even 
with the help of relatives and friends. 


To make matters worse, banks have the right 
to reject a payment of more than 2 ringgit 
(US 80 cents) in coin.. 


"It would be most inconvenient if Mr. Mohamad 
tries to deposit them. It will take days to 
count the coins and he will be required to be 
present to observe the counting.", a local 
bank told the News Straits Times....

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THE SIRIKIT CERES MEDAL 1979 


On the 12th of August of this year, 1987, 
Her Majesty Queen Sirikit of Thailand will 
reach the age 55th years old. The Queen is 
loved by every Thai person through her out- 
standing contributions and unwearied efforts 
to improve the country and the well-being of 
the people. 


Her Majesty has patronized various social and 
charitable organizations and has been invol- 
ved in education in country villages and par- 
ticularly in the encouragement of traditional 
handicrafts and cottage industries which aim 
to enable the rural poor to improve their 
economic and social welfare. In addition, 
the Queen's setting up of silkworm nurseries, 
the production of handwoven silk, cotton and 
other Thai crafts has provided the rural wo- 
men with a good opportunity to generate their 
own income and lift up their status while en- 
couraging Thai people to be more aware of 
their national heritages. Her Majesty is al- 
so well known for her active support of Thai- 
land's National Council of Women. 


In consideration of Her Majesty's noble qua- 
lities and actions, as well as to mark the 
90th anniversary of the International Coun- 
cil of Women in 1979, the Food and Agricul- 
ture Organization of the United Nations re- 
leased a Ceres medal, featuring 

Queen Sirikit of Thailand. 


The Medal is designed by 
Marie Louise Radziwill, 

a Sculptress in Rome, 

and struck by the Pic- 
chiana and Barlacchi 

Mint in Florence. It 

has four versions: one in 
-925 fine silver of 55mm 
diameter and 40 grams; a 


second in .917 fine gold 
of 19mm and 4 grams; a 
\ May third of .750 fine gold of 
a, 28mm and 12.9 grams, and a 
fourth in .900 fine gold 
of 55mm and 80 grams. 


On the obverse, the medal 
features Queen Sirikit of 
Thailand. The reverse shows 
a woman in Thai farming head- 
dress with a sheaf of rice, and 
in the background, a man measuring paddy. The 
medal bears the inscription: "To give without 
discrimination" and "International Council of 

Women." 


Ceres Medal, named for the roman Goddess of 
agriculture, was first issued in 1971 when 
the Food and Agriculture Organization start- 
ed its Money and Medals Programme. The pro- 
ceeds from the sale of F.A.O. medals are used 
to finance projects aimed at promoting the 
advancement of rural women, both socially and 
financially. 


Among the early Ceres awardees are Mother 
Teresa, for her work in the slums of Calcutta; 
Mrs. Indira Gandhi, the late Prime Minister 
of India; Princess Grace of Monaco, and Dr. 
Cicely Williams, British nutritionist and 
pediatrician.
